vecently, Bill Mumford, W2CU_ was 

trying to design an, antenna that would 
have a reasonable SWR across the 75-80 
Meter band. A Dipole or inverted V will 
usually have a band width of about 5% 
of the resonant frequency or 200 KHZ or 
less on 80 Meters. A band width of 
about 15% is needed to cover the 75-80 
Meter band. A fellow professional 
engineer and radio amateur, Reed Fisher, 
W2CQB, suggested the following design, 

The antenna is constructed using RG- 
8/U solid dialectric coaxial cable, | 
Don't use cable with foam dialectric, 
it will not work, Singie conductor 
wire is also used. The coaxial elements 
are shorted between the inner conductor 
and shield at the ends away from the 


center. The two elements are 1/4 and 
3/4 wavelengths long at 40 meters and

THE NEW WE-2000 WILSON-—GOTT 


I have a Wilson WE-800 2m radio. I 
recently put a TT pad in its speaker 
mike, This has been a very handy add— 
ition, 


I'd like to discribe here, briefly, 
a proceedure to modify the radio for 
use on MARS. This gives its owners 
2000 channels that it will receive and 
3200 transmit frequencies as compared. 
to the present. You'll be able to 
receive from 140 —- 150 MHZ inclusive. 


No extra parts are needed. In fact, 
you'll have some left over, 

First remove the top and bottom 
covers, Remove the front panel from 
the chassis with the four screws 
from the back of the front panel. At 
this point the radio should be treated 
gently. next dismount the offset and 
5 khz shift toggle switches from the 
front panel. As you do this, draw ona 
piece of paper the orientation of the 
backs of thes switches so you can put 
them back the same way or so if you 
break any wires you won't be lost. Now 
dismount the thumbwheel switch assembly 
by removing the four screws that hold 
it on to the front panel. Beware not 
to lose the nuts and lock washers, Now 
disassemble the thumbwheels from each 
other, This is done by removing the 
rods with nuts on both ends that go 
horizontally through the switches, 
examine the switches, the hundreds 
digit switch has two pins in it that 
stop its rotation at ty and 7. If you 
Slide the thumbwheel off of the switch 
Shaft you can remove these pins. re- 
place the wheel by holding back the 
Spring. Check to see that the switch 
switches properly. Reassemble the 
radio in the reverse order of what I 
just described, Be careful not to 
pinch any wires and get all hardware 
tLe 


My radio needed no retuning to cover 
MARS but performance is not full spec 
out of band. Enjoy!
